Subscriptions in Cash 

In answer to questions, Lt.-Col. 
Comyn said that he believed that 
Cpl.

|\BUT LIKELY TO STAY 


PREPARING FOR WAR AGAINST 
FENG-YEN ALLIES 


“MANIFESTO TO THE NATION. - 
. Shanghai, Yesterday. 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek and his 
supporters now controlling the 
Kuomintang have definitely decided 
to. oppose.the . combination. formed 


by Generals Fang Yu-hsiang and 


Yen Hei-shan and will declare war 
against them shortly, 

Chiang will first of all offer to 
resign from his numerous posts but, 
it is believed, He will shortly an- 
nounce’ to the. nation that, unable 
to relinquish his burden because. of 
the persistent demand of the people 
for his remaining in office, he will 
keep on for the sake of the Party 
and nation and to expedite the real- 
isation of the will of the late Dr, 
Sun Yat-sen for the reunification of 
China. 

In the meantime, it is understood, 
Chiang’s opponents will proceed 
with their organisation to set up 3 
government opposed to that in 
Nanking——Nan Chung Kuo News 
Service. 

Official Version 
Shanghai, Yesterday. 

_ A report from official circles .in 
Nanking’s . states that Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek has really résolv- 
ed to retire in compliance with his 
former declaration. A. circular 
telegram to this effect has been 
drawn up, the contents of which 
are as follows:— 

“I, Chiang Kai-shek, have served 
the nation and the Kuomintang for 
a long time and it is my utmost 
wish that the unification of China 
be soon realised. so that internal 
peace can be maintained and the 
shackle of uncqual treaties can be 
abolished. In a word, without 
unification the realisation of the 
late Dr. Sun Yatesen’s principles is 
impossible, 

“In supporting this cause, I must 
do my duty to suppress. the rebels 
against the Central Government ‘and 
as.I have successfully done so, I 
deem it is time for me to retire 
from all.political and ‘military ac- 
tivities.”

On the failure of the Kwangsi 
clique to hold Wu-Han inthe recent 
dispute for power for supremacy in 
the Kuomintang, General Li Tsung- 
jen and General Pei Chung-hsi had 
to retire and return to Kwang- 
si. Canton militarists supporting 
Chiang’ Kai-shek declared war 
against Kwangsi in the meantime 
and, fearing the lack of strength, 
sought . and: procured wid from 
Chiang. Kai-shek who, instead of 
despatching new men to.the South, 
simply ordered the’ two Brigadiers’ 
from °Hankow to 
Canton. Li and Yang, when their 
superiors (Li ‘Tsung-jen and Pei 
Chung-hsi) disagreed with Chiang 
Kai-shek in April, turned over to

The Secretary read the notice 
convening the meeting.

During the year under review 
the replacement of the old 25 Ib. 
rails by new 45 Jb, rails was com- 
pleted for the full length of the 
track. This new work included the 
straightening out of the curve ‘at the 
passing place, the laying .of new 
poirits and the erection of a new 
points house with more up-to-date 
operating mechanism which was 
made entirely. in our own: work- 
shops. The whole of this work was. 
carried out by-our own staff with- 
out serious interruption to the ser- 
vice. All. works coming under 
capital charges have now been com- 

pleted and we do not anticipate any 
further expenditure in this connec- 
tion for some considerable time. 

Motor Competition 

Turning to the accounts, traffic 
receipts show a falling off of 
$4,581.59 and the net profit a de- 
crease of $1,579.64, as. compared 
with the previous, year, As regards 
traffic receipts, there is no doubt we 
have’ been, ‘affected :to. some extent 
by , motor-car " ebmpetition, which . 
will probably become more accent- 
uated when’ May-road is opened up 
for moter traffic. 

As regards the very big increase 
under the heading “Stations, Lease- 
holds and Buildings,’ amounting to 
$246,790.95, 1 would remark’ that 
nearly the whole of this increase is 
due to sundry items, viz, Upper 
Terminus, Reconstruction Lower 
Terminus, Car Shelter Lower 
Terminus, Engine: House, Inland 
Lot 2,806 Bowen-road, and Work- 
shop Lugard-road (formerly shown 
separately), being included under 
this one heading, ‘at the suggestion 
of the Auditors.

‘COTTON TRADE 


‘A REVIEW OF ‘THE. FIRST 
QUARTER 


: SHIPMENTS TO CHINA 


It is not possible to express satisfac- 
tion at the trade done in manufactured 
cotton goods by ‘Lancashire spinners 
and manufacturers during the first 
quarter of the year. Demand has ebb- 
ed and _flowed and buying movements 
have been’ fcr-very limited . periods, 
with the result that producers have not 
been able to improve their’ position and 
in most ‘sections buyers can . obtain 
goods at prices which show a loss, or 
at any rate are not any better than 
production costs, says the “Economist.” 

An. event of importance since the 
beginning of the year has - been the 
registration of the Lancashire Cotton 
Corporation, Limited. he’ negotia~ 
tions .with the ‘si : 
successfully accomplished in the mid- 
dle. of January.’ ' The object of this 
Corporation is to.amalgamate spinning 
mills in order to effect:economies by. 
céntralised management. of purchases 
and sales. A strong board of direc-~ 
tors has: been appointed and the. Cor- 
poration has been fortunate in securing 


tsome of the best brains of Lancashire 


in their executive officers. A week or. 
two ago it was‘announced that 107 
mill companies has asked for valuation 
of their properties and the Corporation 
had made firm offers for 15 concerns. 
At the time of writing, however, only 
one mill has been taken over. he 
Corporation has the good wishes of the 
bulk of Lancashire: people, but an or- 
ganisation of this-kind must run up 
against certain vested interests and 
many diffleulties will have to be sur. 
mounted before the combination of 
mills can be accomplished: and work 
effectively. Other proposals for an 
amalgamation of mills known as the 
Hammersley schemé, have been con- 
sidered by the Master Spinners’ Feder- 
ation, but progress is slow. Discussions 
are now taking place ‘for the purpose 
of. combining..a number of mulls en- 
geged in the spinning of.-- Egyptian 
eotton. Some of the leading employers 
in this section of the industry are sup- 
porting this movement and it is under- 
stood that it is being backed by finan- 
cial interests in London. No details, 
however, have so far been published. 
An attempt is also being made to bring 
about a combination of ring spinning 
mills. - The scheme is an effort to con- 
trol prices rather than to form an 
amalgamation of companies. 


Raw Cotton Prices 

During the last three months there 
has not been any marked change in the 
price of raw cotton, though many flue- 
tuations in rates have occurred. On 
January 2 the quotation for Middling 
American on the spot in Liverpool was 
10.59d. By the 15th there had been 
an advance. to 10.74d., but 10.344. was 
registered on the, 30th. The easier 
movement continued until February. 5. 
“When 10.24d. was posted. There was 
then a recovery to 10.49d.:on:the 12th, 
with 10.76d. on the 28th, The month 
of March brought higher values, 11.14d. 
being registered on the 15th and 16th, 
but the month closed at 16.96d. The 
quotation on Wednesday, April 24, was 
10,51d. Spinners throughout the, quar- 
ter have purchased rather sparingly. 
Latterly there has been a disposition to 
anticipate lower prices. As usual at 
this time of the year much uncertainty 


exists as to the new crop in the Unit-|-~ 


ed States, The Government estimate 
of the acreage will not be issued until 
July 8, but according to private advices 
there is a probability of an increase 
of three to four per cent., which would 
bring the area very near to the record 


‘| of 1826. During March, farm work in 


the American belt was hindered by 
heavy rains, but since then drier condi- 
tions have been reported and recently 
growers have made better progress. It 
may be pointed out that according to 
the International Federation consump- 
tion of all kinds of cotton during the 
first half of this season (six months 
ended January 81) was 12,772,000 
place and the figure on January 31 
1928, and 12,987,000 bales in the six 
months ended January 31, 1928. 

On January 2, the price of Fully, 
Good Fair Sakellaridis Egyptian cotton 
on the spot in Liverpool .was 19.85d. 
Many ups and downs in: rates took 
places and the figure on January 31 
was 18.40d- Values in February were 
fairly steady, the quotation on the 28th 
being 18.16d, By March 22 there had 
been an sedvance to 19.60d., but on 
Wednesday, April 24, the figure 
was 18.10d. 

Foreign trade in piece goods during 
tho quarter has not shown any im- 
provement on that of recent years, as

Total outpit has varied during the 
quarter from, 75 to 80 per cent, of, full 
time, but it has been difficult: for most 
producers. to prevent the accumulation 
of stocks at the mills. .The prices rul- 
ing have shown a distinct loss. The 
position - of affairs was considered by 
the’ Master Spinners’ Federation in 
March and it was’ recommended that 
during April spinners should close 
their millson Saturdays and Mondays, 
but a balbt on this proposal did not 
show. the necessary majority and the 
committee decided to take no further 
action. etre 

Comparel with the beginning of the 
year a les satisfactory situation pre- 
vails in the mills spinning Egyptian 
cotton. FEarly-in February the trade 
position was considered by the Bolton: 
Master Spinners’ Association, and it 
was decided to recommend all the 
members to curtail production by one- 
third for two months. The ballot on 
this propowal was successful, and the 
scheme was put into operation. The 
limitation of output did not have the 
desired effect, and it has been decided 
to extend the short time movement for 
a further pericd of four weeks. The 
recent tum of events in the fine spin.

The doggedness and courage of officers 

and men is shown by innumerable in- 

stances in the book, and they are but a 

selection of hercic incidents,.for it is 

obviously impossible to record within 

one volume every act which deserves to 

be remembered. But as the iricreasing 

succession. of brave deeds is revealed 

so it becomes apparent that, but for the 

devotion of our merchant seamen other 

efforts to win the war would have been 

fruitless. In continually refusing to be 

beaten -by the enemy’s — attacks, the 

merchant ‘seamen of this country per- 

formed a service that must and will 

ever be remenbered. 

Side by side with these. stories of 
heroism, the defensive. and offensive 
measures adopted by the Admiralty are 
described, the defensive arming of mer- 
chant vessels, depth-charges, smoke- 
screens, paravanes, camouflage and so 
on, culminating: in the convoy - system, 
eventually shown to be the most suc- 
cessful methed of destroying ‘the 
VJ-Boat menace. It is a great tribute 
to the men of the Merchant Navy that 
they were able to make so great a suc- 
cess of the convoy system,:which when 
first mooted was regarded by officers as 
impossible, as they could not see how 
different vessels of different speeds, un- 
used to sailing in company, would be 
able to keep station. [f they did not 
they became immediately a prey to a 
submarine, so that the convoy system 
was,-as Sir Archibald points out, “an 
especially bold, and in some respects 
dangerous expedient.” That it was so 
successful was due to the skill and ap- 
plication of the merchant seamen of the |

These are the main themes which Sir 
Archibald develops, but he turns aside 
occasionally to refer to other aspects 
of the Merchant Navy at war.

As in 
1927; the main item of expenditure 
on capital account, which amounted 
to £124,000, was on the New Quay 
on the riverside of Albert Edward 
Dock.

@ new electrical installation necessary 
gm account of the increasing demand 
for electric power and light on the 
dock estate, and a little over 44,000 
in providing a miuch-needed increase 
of depth at two of our Whitehill 
Point Straits.

Turning to revenue and expéndi- 
ture, he said:—It is singular that the 
figures for 1928 approximate so near- 
ly to those of 1927.

There was almost gratifying output 
of shipbuilding in .the Tyne during. 
1928, the volume being greater than 
in any year since 1921. That fea- 
ture is more or less applicable to the 
British Isles—other ports also show- 
ing an improved .record._From_ the 
Tyne point of view it is more than 
pleasing, because the Tyne.has main- 
tained its position koth in the British 
Isles output and in the world volume 
of new tonnage.

and other Powers these unfortunate in-

LAUGHTER AFTER TAKING

A girl’s laughing confession that 
she had taken poison was described 


at an inquest at Aberdare, Glamor- 


gan, in mail week on Eunice 
Griffiths, aged 18, a county school 
pupil and daughter of a miner of 
Margaret Street, Trecynon. 


She took rat. poison before she 


‘dent for many years of the A.A.A.{} went to school.

The poison she 
took contained more than 10 per 
cent, of strychnine. 

The coroner, Mr. R. J. Rhys, in 
returning a verdict of suicide from 
strychnine poisoning, said that the 
girl’s mental faculties must have 
been unsettled.

Qne ef the most amusing and 
most beautiful places in rural. Eng- 
land ‘to-day is the new open-air Zoo 
at Whipsnade.. - Almost the ‘first 
animal..to. be ‘transferred from 
Regemt'’s Park was a wombat. 
The sight of the open: country and 
of the gorgeous view was too much 
for this country-lover, and it bur- 
rowed a way out of its. open-air 
enclosure into the free “life. It 
was unlucky that it paid dearly for 
its. few months of.freedom. its 
badger-like smell was too attractive, 
and local foxhounds destroyed it;

-The whole of the 
spacious place—some 450 acres of 
down, field; ‘and woodland—have 
been enclosed by a proud, stiff wire 
fence, some 9 ft, high, ‘with a 
bracket leaning inwards at the top. 
Inside this the first-comers have 
their own private estates, each 
within a ring fence. Some skunks, 
looking furtive. and yet very much 
at home, and the wombat and a 
number’ of llamas, suggesting some 
new agricultural beast brought to 
inhabit the enclosure of the old 
farm—ithese and some ‘few others 
are already in residence, The 
walls of the Fellows’ Pavilion begin 
to arise, and its windows will have 
an uninterrupted. view over the 
Most spacious tandscape- within 
the home countries. 

Birds and Bird-Boxes 

At present the most populous 
division of ‘this incomparable zoo 
is the copse, specially reserved as a 
bird sanctuary.’ Among the under- 


growth at the foot of the oaks run}. 


pheasants of . many  varicties, 
gorgeous with all the colours of 
Mongolia and the far Eastern re- 
gions from which they hail, The 
trees fairly bristle with bird-boxes, 
big and little, with small ‘holes and 
big, fixed low and fixed high. The 
uneonquerable hope is nursed that 
they. may be inhabited by spotted 
woodpecker, wryneck and red- 
start; but more .viugar. birds, 
especially starlings, have been the 
first and, most active discoverers. 
are. already in 
legion thereabouts. A resident in 
the neighbourhood ‘has ‘already-com- 
plained that he was kept awake by 
the cuckoos! The swallows flit 
about the old farmstead and must 


wonder at the change, if they are 


the same swallows that nested there 
a year or two ago. Willow wren 
ahd chifichaff are to be heard sing- 
ing from almost as early in the 
morning as tthe larks, which always 
begin the day’s concert. A num- 
ber of pairs of pigeon have return- 
ed to the high pines to nest;. and 
coo their plaintive piece to dis- 
traction. 

A Perfect Bit of Landseape 

A considerable time must elapse 
before the public can be admitted; 
and since this delicious bit of Eng- 
land is primarily meant to serve a3 
cradle for the young, it will never 
be as free as the contracted 40 
acres or less of Regent’s Park. But 
it will have advantages peculiar to 
itself, not excelled even by- the im- 
mensity of Banff or the Yellowstone 
Park. A perfect bit of English 
landscape is being preserved, and 
over the lake of bluebells under the 
great oaks and beeches the songs ‘of 
the first warblers will continue to be 
heard. Less welcome is ‘the ‘host 
of rabbits, who ‘dig in tthe close 
down grass and throw out . on the 
surface heaps of pure white chalk. 
They do not “consent to a mutual 
relation” with other ‘animals, and 


‘are treated as if they were outside 


the pale, though they are especially 
numerous within it And the. 
pale encloses such a home as might

Disappointment is felt by a 
large number of Churchmen who

-Married Men on £250 

“The position of the older curates 
who have not attracted the atten- 
tion of the patron of a benefice is 
one of extreme hardship. Many 
are married men, and tthe. average 
stipend available for ‘them is no 
more than £250 a year. Owing to 
the natural alesire of the beneficed 
clergy to have as their assistants 
men. younger than themselves, ‘how- 
ever, many of the older clergy ex- 
perience great difficulty in securing 
eveu this sum. " 

The Ecclesiastical Commission 
(Grants to Unbeneficed Clergy) 
Measure was passed by the Church 
Assembly in the Summer Session 
for the sole purpose of extending 
the powers. -of the Commissioners 
30 28 to allow them tto make grants 
to umbeneficed as wel] as to bene- 
fieed clergy, with ‘the principal 


object of assisting the older euratess |} 


‘During the debate Sir Lewis 
Dibdin, the First Estates Com: 
missioner, announced on behalf of 
the Commissioners that they would 
not oppose the Measure, 
owing to lack of funds it was un- 
likely that any effect could be given’ 
to it. 

Among the schemes that have now 
been made by the Commission to 
dispose of the surplus is one for 
contributing to funds for the 
endowment of assistant curacies. 
The announcement of this scheme 
has aggravated the disappointment, 
since it is felt that the Commis- 
sioners have availed themselves of 
the .powers given them iby the 
Measure only to introduce a scheme 
which will not affect the fortunes 
of the older assistant clergy. 

Younger Men Benefit |,” 

The endowment of curacies, it is 
argued, will have no other effect 
than to relieve certain parishes of 
the costs of maintenance, It is 
further believed that if any ad- 
vantage accrues to- unbeneficed 
clergy it will go to the younger 
rather than to the older men. 

The ‘hopes. reposed in the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners were 
the greater since another recent 
effort to provide for the older 
assistant clergy failed. This was 
an unsuccessful attempt made at the 
last Session of the. Assembly so to 
amend the Patronage Measure as 
to make the Patronage Board re- 
sponsible for reporting the names 
of clergymen who could not attract 
the attention of patrons. 

The - constitution of the Eccle- 
siastical Commission ‘has from its 
formation been subject. to the 
criticism that it makes no provision 
for direct representation of-‘the 
clergy. Its ‘personnel consists of 
the’ ‘diocesan bishops and members 
of the leading official laity.

the Russian classics. . Last autumn 
an unsympathetic head of the Arts 
Department of the Commissariat

deficit. Meierhold, who 
in France, rushed back to Moscow, 
rallied his friends, saved his theatre, 
and, with “Klop,” has done much 
to re-establish his prestige and 
popularity. . 

Certainly in his. partnership 
with Mayakovsky his share has , 
been the more effective. One 
Janus-faced. critic referred to 
“Klop” as““‘a most brilliant pro- 
duction with most senseless con- 
tents”; and the text of the play 
would scarcely bear reading, al- 
though the vivid, lively presentation 
holds the spectator’s interest con- 
sistently throughout. 


A Moral Tale _ 

About half the action takes place 
in Moscow in 1929, the ‘other half 
in 1979. In the first part two 
episodes stand out by virtue of the 
vigour and vitality of the mass 
acting: - a Moscow street scene, 
with kiosks, shop windows, raucous 
voiced petty traders, and a hilarious 
party, which strongly suggests 
some of the more inebriated pass- 
ages in the “Pickwick Papers.”

Pretsep- 
kin’s ‘frozen. body has been dis-
